“ | have the fatisfaction to inform the Honourable Board of 
Directors, that-a party of refugees, under the command of 
Major Hubbil, embarked from this place on Thurfday laft, on 
board the armed brig Sir Henry Clinton, and floop Affocia- 
tion, and the fame evening croffed the Sound to Conneéticut, 
where 50 of them landed without oppofition, and penetrated 
three miles into the country, and. colleéted 25 head of cattle 
and four horfes.. The rebels happened, unknown tooour: par- 
ty, to be previoufly alarmed, by the appearance of a veflel on 
the coaft towards evening, and had colleéted in confiderable 
force. A. large body of them pofted'themfelves advantageouf- 
ly behind a {tone fence, where they fay concealed until Lieute- 
nants Saunders and Smith, with an. advanced party of ten re- 
fugees, came within five yards of them. After hailing each o- 
ther, and coolly avowing their refpective characters, a furious 
engagement took place, nothing but tee fence parting them. 
During this critical conflict, Major Hubbil, with a party of 
30, came up, and, with his ufual prefence of mind, immediate- 
ly took pofleflion of a {tone fence on the left of the rebels, at a- 
bout 20 yards diftance, from whence his party began, and kept 
up a fire fo well dire&ted, as in a very fhort time effectually to 
rout and difperfe them. 

*“* The rebels being thus filenced and difperfed, all the eat- 
tle were recovered and put en board the veffels, tagether with 


ment ; feven prifoners were alfo captured. After the fkirmith 
not a fingle rebel appeared, nor was:there-a gun fired.

As General Vaughan, as well as Sir George Rodney, has 
returned to Europe, every neceffary enquiry relative to St Eu- 
ftatius can be gratified, 

All the attention of the Public is fo much.engroffed by the 
arrival of Sir George Brydges Rodney, that wa: idea relative 
to other public concerns js abforbed in him only. Whether 
Sir George has aéted right or wrong is undoubtedly an object 
of public inquiry ; but furely it is not fo momentous as to fu- 
perfede our curiofity relative tothe ftate of our affairs at Gi- 
braltar or Minorca. Tobago is loft, nor will any difcuflion of 
the conduct or courage of Admiral Rodney or Governor Fer- 
gufon retrieve it. Our duty is to endeavour to retain what 
we poffcfs, not lament what is loft. 

The quarrel between de Graffe and Bougainville is faid to 
partake of the nature of that which took place between Admi- 
ral Keppel and Sir Hugh Pallifer. We feldom are fortunate 
enough to be objects of Gallic imitation, This, however, is 
an illuftrious-example to the contrary.

The Court was then 
continued till this furenoon at ten o’clock, when fentence was 
pronounced on faid verdict, ordaining Yule to be imprifoned 
for two menths, and Braid for three months, and then to be 
fet at liberty. —The Court then proceeded on the trial of John 
Crichton, fon of Alexander Crichton at Mavre-mill, in the pa- 
rifth of Kilmarnock, and county of Dunbarton, indiéted for 
the murder of James Brafh, ditcher at Swathblane, in Fehrua- 
ry laft. The trial continued till betwixt twelve and onc, when 
the Jury inclofed in the room of the Courts The Court-conti- 
nued fitting, and, about one, the Jury returned their verdict, 
all in oné voice finding the pannel not guilty, whereupon he was
